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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of New Castie:— 


I herewith submit to you my first annual report as superinten- 
dent of your public schools. But six months having elapsed since I 
assumed office the report of necessity will be brief with merely a 
statement of the local situation as I see it together with recommen- 
dations and suggestions relating thereto. 


THE SITUATION. 


The outstanding feature of the New Castle schools is the quality 
of instruction the pupils are receiving. The classes are well graded 
and the teachers of special worth. Only a modern building is needed 
with provision for wider range of activity and the development of 
closer community interest to give the town a school system of which 
it would well be proud. 


HEALTH. 


Schools today stand firmly for the promotion of health as well 
as the correction of defects when found. Properly regulated tem- 
perature and ventilation, milk service, healthful out-of-door exer- 
cise and systematic inspection, are all essential. Only the last two 
have yet been undertaken in New Castle. The School Physician made 
his inspection in November. The following were found and reported:

We earnestly hope parents will do everything possible to have these 
matters corrected. An inspection without further attention at home 
is of little value. The school is attempting to do its part. To assist 
further I would suggest a dental ciinic; and some day the services of 
a nurse. Infectious diseases are less apt to obtain headway where 
a nurse is avai'able.

TARDINESS. 


The schols are working for improvement in attendance with ex- 
eellent results. The past year there were 86 cases of tardiness, less 
than one-third the number for the preceding year, still too many for 
an average of 49 pupils. Being late is one of the most pernicious 
habits formed in childhood. Every effort should be made to prevent 
it, and to correct it When formed. The school can do its part but on- 


ly its part, the parents must do the rest. Let me ask the fullest co- 
operation in bringing about a change in this respect. 


MUSIC. 


One very apparent need at present is that of regular instruction 
in music. Few schools today are without it. The expense is not pro- 
hibitive; an instructor is available. I suggest an appropriation for 


this purpose. 
SCHOLARSHIP ROLL OF HONOR. 


In the Statistics at the end of the report are the names of pupils 
who have attained a rating of “A” in a majority of their subjects 
plus “A” in effort or application. The names of such pupils here- 
after will constitute a.Scholarship Roll of Honor. This distinction 
is intended to serve as an added incentive to faithful effort and suc- 
cessful work. 

IN CONCLUSION. 


In the crowded hours of the past year our efforts have been de- 
voted chiefly to the accomplishment of two aims: to create among 
pupils conditions of body and mind favorable to instruction, and to 
organize the work and equipment of the schools according to ac- 
cepted standards. In both these endeavors we have received from 
Board and teachers the heartiest cooperation. The right attitude of 
mind and definite standards of conduct have been sought among pu- 
pils, and a well organized management on the prt of teachers; both 
absolutely essential before the desired progress in school work can 
be expected.
